Despondent because of his failure to make passing 
grades in one course in his senior year, preventing his grad­ 
uation with his classmates on June 6, Edward Gifton Kakel, 
20, Gettysburg college ministerial student, died late Friday 
afternoon in a Baltimore hospital of a rifle wound in the head 
which police say was self-inflicted. 
The shooting occurred in the attic of the Kakel home, 
319 East Joppa road, a fashionable residential section of Tow­ 
son, Maryland, a short time after Kakel returned home from 
college. 
Towson police this morning quoted Dr. S. L. Helm, act­ 
ing coroner of Baltimore county, as saying that he believed 
an inquest will be unnecessary because the shooting was 
“very apparently suicide.”

PRESBYTERIANS 
WOULD REVOKE 
STAND ON WARS 


Philadelphia, May 28 (AP*. The 
Presbyterian church in the U. S. A. 
sent to its 276 presbyteries today a 
proposal to revoke a 300-year-old 
church law that participation in war 
was permissible on "just and neces­ 
sary occasions." 
The church s general assembly ap­ 
proved the plan to leave the ques­ 
tion of engaging in war strictly to 
the individual conscience 
The presbyteries will vote whether 
to substitute for the old seventeenth 
century law a new chapter in their 
confession of faith decriyng, w'as as 
a “manifestation of the power of sin 
in the world.” 
“Even when war is waged with 
sincere purpose to restrain evil, it 
tends to produce greater evils than 
those against which it is directed." 
the amendment reads. 
It said further that “civil govern­ 
ment lias the right to require loy­ 
alty and obedience of its citizens, 
but may not require of them that al­ 
legiance 
which 
belongs 
to 
God 
alone.” 
The Rev. Paul C. Johnston, of Lin­ 
coln. Nebraska, called the resolution 
the "church's answer to the demands 
of totalitarian government for abso­ 
lute allegiance." 
The resolution said: 
“If occasions arise when the gov­ 
ernment deems it necessary to wage 
war, Christians, whether as private 
citizens or as public officers, are 
bound, in relation to it, to obey their 
consciences before God, who alone is 
Lord of 
the conscience: 
and the 
church must recognize and uphold 
their duty thus to obey conscience, 
whatever its commands may be " 
Doctor Johnston headed a com­ 
mittee 
of 
14 
who prepared 
the 
amendment after a year’s study. 
Approval by two-thirds of 
the 
Presbyteries is necessary to pass the 
proposed law. 
The commit I or said it purposely 
side-stepped defining the rightness 
or wrongness of whether govern­ 
ments and individuals should engage 
in any particular war.
